Bank dispute grows sharper 


David Golan, the council's chair- 
man, told The Jerusalem Post last 
night the managers will also dis- 
cuss ways to circumvent the 
clerks’ decision not to honour Dis- 
count Bank cheques and what to 
do if other banks join the strike.

This “interim agreement” will be a fatal error of historic dimensions, 
and it is your duty to refuse to sign it. If you and your 
government are still free to SA¥ NO! to those who led you and the 
state of Israel into a trap, SAY NO! WITHOUT DELAY and set 
up a national emergency government; if you have already com- 
mitted yourselves to sign the surrender agreement, you have only 
one choice; TO RESIGN! 


Your hands may be tied; but the people of Israel are still free. The 
people of Israel have the right to choose for themselves the path to 
independence and peace.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP). —

A new breed of woman 


A20-nation seminar on “partnership of men and women im national 
development” ended in Jerusalem yesterday. POST reporter: talked 
to four of the 40 delegates at the ten-day seminar, which was juutly 


organized by the Mount Carmel International Training Centre and - 


the Council of Women’s Organizations in Israel. 


FRANCES T. FARENTHOLD 
announces herself as a_politi- 
cian, the first woman I ever 
heard admit it so plainly. Born in 
Texas, into a politically orien- 
tated family, she admits that she 
has spent more time out of office 
than in. 

A lawyer, and mother of four, 
Mrs. Farenthold was elected to 
the Texas State Legislature the 
first time she ran, In 1968. In 1972 
she ran for the office of Gover- 
nor, but lost. At the Democratic 
Convention of 1972, her name 
was put up for Vice President, 
but she came in only second. For 
the 1976 convention she strongly 
backs Sergeant Shriver for the 
Democratic nomination. 

+ Grass root levels, to force 
women into politics, are her 
special interest at the moment. 


She is the first Chairman of the - 


National Women's Political 
Caucus. On her way back from 
Israel, she is booked for two 
speeches — one in Louisville, 
Kentucky, on increasing 
women's participation in state 
government, and in Canada ex- 
Plaining the national women's 
political caucus. : 
On women’s problems, Mrs. 
Farenthold is not too sure she 
has many answers. She herself 
took .12. years out to rear her 
children, only when 
her eldest son was 28. She is fear- 
ful of a trend surfacing in the 
U.S. among young educated 
couples to avoid having families. 
There is more to this than 
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women just wanting to further 
their careers first. There is an 
increasing feeling that this 
world is too horrible to bring 
children into. 

This Mt. Carmel international 
seminar has given her a close-up 
view of the enormous problems 
facing the women in the 20 coun- 
tries they come from. ‘‘We were 
able to get closer to each other 
and strike up rea! friendships 
which will help all of us." 

On Israel — she should have 
come in 1953 (the family 
passports were ready) but her 
husband's oil prospecting job fell 
through — Mrs. Farenthold says 
“the purposefulness of the coun- 
try comes through on every side 
and that is so refreshing in this.

THE INTERNATIONAL 
SEMINAR on Partnership of 
Men and Women in National 
Development was the first non- 
medical meeting she had ever 
attended, said Dr. Kanti Giri of 
Nepal. She smoothed down her 
orange sari and produced a 
business card: Obstetrician and 
Gynaecologist, Chief of the 
Surgical Division, Maternity 
Penta Thapathali, Katman-

tracted only two men out of 40: 
participants. ‘There was no one 
here telling us the man's point of 
view,” she complained. 

Still, the Seminar gave her an 
opportunity to meet women with 
similar problems and to see this 
country. Though Israel! is 
“young, compared to our coun- 
try,"’ she had been impressed by 
kibbutzim and moshavim — by 
“what the community can do.” 
She was more critical of the ex- 
cessive ‘‘Western influence’ — 
the emphasis on material 
possessions — she had noticed 
here, but she seemed reluctant 
to go into details. 


Dr. Giri, whose husband is a 
chest specialist and the 
Honorary Secretary-General of 
the Red Cross in Nepal, works on 
a family planning programme 
introduced in 1966. She is 
currently promoting a new 
method of sterilization for 
women — the laboroscope — 
which requires only a local 
anaesthetic and therefore no 
hospitalization. 

The mobile sterilization 
clinics, now widely used, met no 
opposition on religious grounds 
from the largely Hindu and 
Buddhist (30 per cent) popula- 
tion. However, there is opposi- 
tion to abortion for other than 
medical] reasons. Women's year 
has been the occasion for draw- 
ing up recommendations for a 
more liberal abortion law and 
for changes in the inheritance 
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law, which at present deniea a 
married woman inheritance of 
her father's estate. 

If Nepalese women learn a 
profession, it is often teaching — 
in primary and secondary 
schools, and in the two women's 
colleges. Many become nurses, 
Dr. Girl said, and of the 800 doc- 
tors who serve Nepal's 11.4 
million people. 70 are women. On 
that count, there was not too 
much to complain about. .

ACCORDING to Irma Tobing 
Klein, a lawyer and social 
worker from Surinam, one of the 
nice things about coming to an 
international seminar on women 
is “realizing things are not so 
very bad {In your own country.”’ 

The first goal in establishing 
partnership, she felt, was ‘‘con- 
vincing women themselves of 
their power” and “‘creating real 
solidarity."’ Then, men had to be 
shown that women as human 
beings make contributions to 
their countries — and need the 
active cooperation of men to do 
80. 

Ms. Tobing-Klein, who was 
wearing a brown and orange 
dashiki, white pants and a print 
headscarf, explained that she 
had studied social work in 
Holland after college in 
Surinam. She then returned to 
her country to study law and 
work as a probation officer with 
delinquents. Since she received 


. her law degree in 1966, she has

has wor:"d this year on solidari- 
ty — gathé>ng women to discuss 
the Women-, Year theme of 
“equality, de™lopment and 
peace.”

Nations," 
with a population of +90:000 in- 
cluding Creoles,: ,4dinns, 
Javanese, Bush Negrecs''and 
Amerindians, there“- were 
many opinions to take into xon- 
sideration. . 

From her experience as * 
lawyer, Ms. Tobing-Klein con- 
eluded that the government 
must be made aware ‘‘that 
women are necessary in 
decision-making bodies." Of the 
140 lawyers in the country, only 
12 or 13 are women, and there is 
only one woman in the 39- 
member Legislative Council. 
Surinam will achieve full in- 
dependence from Holland on 
November 25 this year — but 
only one woman has a hand in 
planning the new constitution — 
out of a committee of 25. 

On a smaller scale, the 
Surinam representative is 
succeeding in establishing the 
partnership between the sexes 
which she seeks: her husband, a 
mining engineer, is now at home 
taking care of their two small 
sons. But, she points out, he has 
the help of her mother. ‘The ex- 
tended family is one advantage 
the more developed nations just 
don't have." :
